A NEW safety record was established by the steam 
railroads of this country during the first six months 
of 1927 when only two passengers lost their lives in 
train accidents. This remarkable achievement shows 
a reduction from 22 fatalities during the same period 
of 1926, and 52 during the same period of 1925. The 
railroads are proud of this record but there remains 
much to be done in advancing the cause of safety, 
particularly insofar as the co-operation of the public 
is concerned. Grade crossings account for the largest 
number of accidents----and although the railroads 
have provided safety gates and watchmen or auto- 
matic signals at practically all main-travelled cross- 
ings; although safety regulations require the adequate 
blowing or signaling before the locomotive reaches 
these crossings, 1062 persons lost their lives during 
the first six months of 1927 by failing to heed the 
danger warnings set up by the railroads, while 2901 
other people were injured in such accidents. 


Theco-operation of the public 
is again requested; and atten- 
tion is drawn to the fact that 
railroad trains never leave 
their rails, that they can not 
stop or turn out for the ap- 
proaching motorist, and that 
they are operating over their 
own right-of-way.
